The men were residents of Sew­ 
ard, Westmoreland county. 


WILL TABULATE 
OFFERS AT ONCE 


Relieve Contract Can Be 
» Awarded So Work Can

HARRISBURG, Sept. 1.— 
Bids for the construction of 
the Pymatuning dam to r 
flood control in the Shen- 
ango a n d Beaver valleys 
were to be opened this after­ 
noon in the Senate caucus 
room under the direction of 
the State Water and Power 
Resources Board. 
Members of the board have not re­ 
vealed the number of bids received, 
holding such information until the 
hour when the bids are officially 
and publicly opened. Specifications 
issued by the state call for bids on 
the total construction and many 
of the individual units for the huge 
embankment. 
Immence Contract 
It was estimated that 
approxi­ 
mately 370,000 cubic yards of m a­ 
terials will be utilized in the con- 
structioin of the dam proper. Units 
in the bidding include estimates of 
180,000 cubic yards of excavation, 5,- 
000 yards of concrete, 900 tons of 
aheet steel piling, 9,000 cubic yards 
riprap, and 4,000 cubic yards of 
stone paving. 
The recent session of 
the legislature provided an appro­ 
priation of $1,500,000 for construc­ 
tion of the dam to be located on the 
Shenango river, 
near 
Jamestown, 
and in West Shenango and South 
Shenango townships, 
With completiion of the dam, the 
river will form the largest lake in 
Pennsylvania, surpassing 
by 
3,000 
acres the size of Lake Chautauqua 
and almost 20 times 
larger 
than 
Conneaut Lake. 
State officials will tabulate and 
cross-tabulate the bids as soon as 
possible after they are opened this 
afternoon.

Normal Statutes Not Suf­ 
ficient In These Times, 
Governor Tells 
Legislature

new laws to enable law enforce­ 
ment officials 
to 
stamp 
out 
gangsters and racketeers 
were 
recommended by G o v e r n o r 
Roosevelt in a message to 
the 
special session of the legislature 
today. 
“Gangdom, has 
challenged 
the 
strength of the law.” the Governor 
told the lawrmakers. “That challenge 
we must meet. 
“In 
normal 
times,” 
Governor 
Roosevelt added, “norman statutes 
and a vigilant police force are able 
to meet normal outlawry. 
Not Normal Times 
“These are not normal times. Ex­ 
traordinary measures today are im ­ 
perative to uphold the hands of the 
police." 
The governor recommended enact­ 
ment of a law outlawing the private 
possession of machine guns. 
‘I n times of peace." he said, “out­ 
side of the armed forces, these wea­ 
pons of offense are used only by out­ 
laws. Their possession and sale with­ 
in this state 
of 
private 
citizens 
should be a criminal offense.” 
Roosevelt also recommended strin­ 
gent laws regarding the use of re­ 
volvers and also a law which would 
permit communities to rid 
them ­ 
selves of “undesirables who now as­ 
sociate with criminals and live by 
illegal means.”

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 1 —Gov. 
Gifford Pm chot’s plea to President 
Hoover for a special session of con­ 
gress to deal with the unemploy­ 
ment relief was made In good faith 
and not from political motives, Au­ 
ditor General Charles A. Waters as­ 
serted today, in an address at a 
Penn A. C. luncheon here. 
He ad­ 
m itted Pennsylvania would get only 
“sympathy and good advice’* from 
the national government and pro­ 
posed the calling of a special state 
legislative session to deal with the 
problem 
“Paternalism is not the answer to 
our difficulties,” W aters said, “but 
the federal government is directly 
or indirectly dealing in wheat, and 
cotton which has been taken off the 
hands of farmers and growers to 
relieve distress. 
The federal farm 
board has hundreds of millions of 
dollars so invested. 
Four Distinct Steps. 
Contemplate for a moment what 
great relief would have been ours 
in this city if the government had 
invested 25 or 50 million dollars in 
the products of our textile industry 
to hold and market when and if an 
outlet developed?’* 
he 
asked 
his 
hearers. 
Before a special session of the 
state legislature is called, however 
the auditor general advocated the 
taking of four distinct steps. 
His 
plan follows: 
1. “Determine whether we can find 
a way under the constitution by 
which the legislature could make an 
appropriation either directly or in­ 
directly to relieve distress. 
To this 
end I would suggest the invocation 
of the declaratory judgments act of 
1923, which, according to its text, 
is to liberally construed and admin­ 
istered, and the desperateness of the 
present situation demands this lib­ 
erality. 
2. “With a favorable decree or 
method determined, then ascertain 
as accurately as possible what funds 
will be required to supplement those 
raised by local communities. 
3. “Have the governor, the auditor 
general, the state treasurer and rep­ 
resentatives of the legislature sit 
down to find the money and dis­ 
cuss a method of dispensing it. 
4. “Call the legislature and lav the 
plans before it for quick solution.”

The break-up of the British Labor government is a disaster of 
the dole. 
This state provision for the unemployed began just twenty years 
ago on a moderate basis, in selected trades, and with provisions for con­ 
tributions by the beneficiaries, as well as industry and the state, that 
promised to avoid any excessive draft <?q Jhe treasury. 
But it was impossible to keep the scheme, once started, from being 
distorted by politics. It was extended to industries where unemployment 
was chronic. 
Abuses developed in the admission of- persons to benefit, until it 
became possible in many cases for men to live tolerably without work 
at all.

Labor became immobile, frozen in places where it could live on the 
dole, without troubling to look for work. 
And, finally, when continued 
industrial depression made it impossible for the out of works to make 
the contributions necessary to the solvency of the scheme, the conditions 
of benefit, w*ere progressively relaxed. 
. . . . 
. . . 
For some years the eTstire structure of the dole has been askew. 
Increasing drains on the treasury prevented tax reductions, and made it 
difficult to balance the budget. This summer the inevitable happened. 
The dole produced a deficit ruinoils to British credit in the inter­ 
national market. 
Its reform, drastic reductions of its benefits became 
necessary to the safety of the state. 
But politics tied the hands of the Labor government. 
The bene­ 
ficiaries of the dole threatened political destruction to those who cut 
the doles on which millions were living. 
Whether or not the crash of the government will prove to have 
permanently split the Labor party and to have handed its leadership over i 
to the extremists remains to be seen. 
Ramsay MacDonald may have j 
ruined his chances of ever heading another Labor government by ac- j 
cepting the King’s commission to carry on. 
But the dole is at last to 
be reformed because there is no other way to save Great Britain from 
bankruptcy and economic smash. 
G reat Britain’s disaster is a warning to the people of the United 
States and to the coming sessions of congress and of state legislatures, 
facing problems of relief for which schemes not unlike the dole in its 
original set-up in Great Britain will be offered in solution.—The Phila­ 
delphia Evening Bulletin.

Over 800 Visit Headquarters 
And 
Register 
On 
First Day 


Pencils moved rapidly again to­ 
day at the unemployment registry 
headquarters of the city’s Trades 
& Labor Assembly and Building 
Trade Council, 8 North Mill street, 
where over 800 jobless men of New 
Castle and adjoining townships had 
called to sign up from the opening 
hour on Monday until about 11 o’- 
clock tort fly 
General chairman J. K. McQuiddy, 
with his capable staff of assistants, 
members of the different labor or­ 
ganizations, was at his post in the 
Trades & Labor hall early this 
morning. Registration started at the 
scheduled hour of 9 and was to con­ 
tinue until 4 o’clock this afternoon. 
First Day’s Total 
Exactly 673 men, all who claimed 
to be lacking work, visited the head­ 
quarters to register their names on 
Monday, the first day’s report of 
Mr. McQuiddy showed. This morn­ 
ing’s registration from 9 to 10 aug­ 
mented th at number by 139, placing 
the total at 812. 
Most of the men, “said Chairman 
McQuiddy as he scanned the open­ 
ing day’s report.” are those who 
have been idle or at least who say 
they have been idle for well on to 
nine months. Of course we’ve regis­ 
tered others who had jobs up until 
only a month or tw’o ago. 
Mr. McQuiddy and his staff oc­ 
cupied one large room today, the 
registry tables being lined circularly 
around the room. Chairman Mc­ 
Quiddy’s desk occupies the center. 
The clerks who are helping today 
were the same who aided in the 
first day’s work. They will continue 
to serve until the registration work 
closes. 
“They seem to be coming in a 
steadier stream today,” an assistant 
said. “Today’s number will likely to­ 
tal about the same of yesterday’s.” 
Women Not Barred 
Women who are minus employ­ 
ment at the present time are urged 
to appear at headquarters, for the 
sole condition is that a person to be 
at least 18 years of age. It was 
pointed out th at women may, if nec­ 
essary, register for their husbands. 
As to the length of time the reg­ 
istration would go Mr. McQuiddy 
hesitated to estimate. He said the 
work would proceed until the last 
unemployed m an had signed up.

1 o’clock. Those who registered Mon­ 
day afternoon, who also applied to 
dig coal, may secure their permits 
at the office on Wednesday at 1 p. 
m. Those registering at this morn­ 
ing’s session may get theirs on 
Thursday at 1 p. m. and those regis­ 
tering this afternoon must appear 
for theirs on Friday at the same 
hour. 
A sepeial urge for the men to fol­ 
low the schedule above was issued 
by Mr, McQuiddy. 
In order to facilitate the assign­ 
ment of claims at the grounds of 
the New Castle Mining & Clay Pro­ 
ducts company, and to assist Harry 
Trover, general foreman, in his work 
at th at place, only 100 permits will 
be issued each day until 500 men are 
at work.

Are Hunger Strikers 


• Hunger & trikes are by no means 
limited to criminal or political pris­ 
oners, though they are for the most 
part thought of in connection with 
such individuals. 
And it is true 
that this particular type of hunger 
strike invariably gets into the news­ 
paper .s. possessing as it does the 
elements of human and reader in­ 
terest. 
It is little wonder then that 
most persons, not having heard or 
read of any other kinds 
imagine 
that no others exist. 
But what 
about the children?*’, said Doctor 
Theodore B. Appel, 
Secretary 
of 
Health, today. 
"At this season of the year when 
the young hopefuls are about 
to 
start to school it will pay parents 
to give some consideration to the 
hunger strike subject. 
No matter 
how solicitous older persons may 
have been to get their offspring in 
excellent physical trim for the school 
year’s adventure, much of the good 
thus obtained may be entirely nega­ 
tived if the food question is not 
seriously contemplated. 
“For instance, there were literally 
thousands of children in Pennsyl­ 
vania who had been physically ex­ 
amined, had defects corrected! and 


then because parents assumed that 
their obligation was at an end, per! 
mitted them to go on a real hunger 
strike, much to the latter# detri­ 
ment. 
Indeed, it Is a much too frequent 
occurrence for the youngsters 
to 
spum meat, potatoes and bread on 
the excuse that they ‘aren’t hungry'.’ 
That they lose weight, become more 
or less listless and lack the abound­ 
ing vitality of youth follows almost 
inevitably. 
However, beyond a few 
parental remarks 
and complaints 
little if anything Ls done about it. 
This condition represents 
a 
real 
hunger strike. 
Its basis Ls an over­ 
fondness for sweets and other tasty 
foods at the wrong time. 
“Candy, sodas, pies and cakes all 
have their proper place 
in 
the 
child's dietary. However, when they 
are habitually and over-used be­ 
tween meals they wreck the normal 
appetite—and a hunger strike re­ 
sults. 
It will pay all parents to check 
up on this matter to discover wheth­ 
er or not in their families they have 
any children who are hunger strike 
victims. 
To do less will be to do 
too little for the child’s best wel­ 
fare."

IN NEW CASTLE 


—WHEN CANALS WERE IDEAL 
The Beaver Division of the Penn­ 
sylvania canal was completed to the 
Western Reserve Harbor about five 
miles above New Castle in November 
1833, and opened for business. 
The 
Ohio Division, called the Cross-Cut 
canal, was finished and opened for 
traffic in 1838. 
From those dates 
down to about 1871, when canals 
were abandoned for transportation 
purposes, a vast amount of business 
was transacted and the canal sys­ 
tem of navigation was considered 
the ideal one for goods and pass­ 


engers. 
The first canal boats were 
adapted for both freight and pass- 
cnger business. 
Later packets w’ere 
constructed expressly for the ac­ 
comodation of the traveling public. 
They were run at a much greater 
speed than the regular liners. These 
were put on by Captain Thomas 
Campbell of Bridgewater. The first 
of these was the “General Mercer” 
which started in the spring of 1843 
between New* Castle and Bridge­ 
water. 
Campbell’s packets 
were 
followed by another line known as 
the New Castle Packet Line, which 
were built for both freight and pass­ 
engers. That s in the past but may 
be seen again some time, if the pro­ 
posed slackwater canalization of the 
Beaver, Shenango and Mahoning 
rivers materializes.

For Hay Fever Victims 


Sufferers Who Can’t Take Vacation Away From Irritating 
Weeds May Be Helped By Special Filter 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
The method 
of 
preventing 
hay 
fever by giving Immunizing doses of 
ragweed pollen (or the pollen 
of 
other plants which may be respons­ 
ible) was described yesterday. Such 
treatment 
works 
successfully 
in 
about a quarter of the cases tried, 
and more or less 
successfully 
in 
about half of the rest. Its disad­ 
vantages are that it is rather expen­ 
sive and requires a long series 
of 
visits to the doctor. 
For the many people who cannot 
take a vacation during the hay fever 
season, pollen filters to fit in 
the 
windows of the bedroom or office of­ 
ten give complete or nearly complete 
relief. 
The grain of pollen which irritate 
the eyes and nose of the hay fever 
victim are fine dust-like particles, 
very light, which float in the air for 
long periods and nearly saturate the 
lower atmosphere 
in an 
invisible 
cloud. If the air the patient receives 
can be freed of these he Is as com­ 
fortable as anybody el^. The filters 
which do this are made to fit in a 
window and draw the air into the 
room by a suction fan 
through 
a 
screen which stops the pollen grains 
from coming through. 
The expense is not nearly as great 
as that of the 
enforced 
vacation 
most hay fever victims are compell­ 
ed to take. If the purse allows, it Is 
possible to have one for the office 
as well as one for the bedroom. But

For those w’ho feel they cannot 
afford one of these manufactured 
devices, arrangements for a pollen- 
proof room can be made as suggest­ 
ed a few years ago by Dr. Arnold H. 
Kegel, health commissioner of Chi­ 
cago: 
"Pollen sufferers can be kept in 
an atmosphere almost free from pol­ 
len by remaining as long as possible 
in a room that is kept closed. Mud­ 
dy water becomes clear through set­ 
tling if it remains still long enough. 
Pollen settles out of the air in the 
same way. 
"Select a bedroom with 
as 
few 
windows and doors as possible. The 
room should be thoroughly cleaned, 
pictures and hangings removed, also 
rugs, carpets and material not aî!№0- 
lutely necessary. 
"Walls and ceiling cleaned with a 
damp rag, floors with an oil mop. 
A screen is provided which will al­ 
low sOTne outside air to enter and 
still keep out the pollen. We sug­ 
gest taking a well-fitting fly screen 
and tacking to the frame an addi­ 
tional 
covering 
of heavy, 
close- 
meshed cotton. 
Cheesecloth would 
be useless." 
The bed should be covered ail day 
with a sheet which is carefully re­ 
moved without shaking at night. In 
the moming, after the bed is made 
and covered with 
the sheet, 
the 
room is closed and must on no ac­ 
count be entered. At night, when 
the patient enters, he does so with 
the greatest care, closing the door 
carefully and walklhg about as lit­ 
tle as possible so as not to stir up 
any pollen. 
For this reas<m 
an electric fan 
cannot be used, but the room can 
be cooled with a 25 pound cake of 
ice in a tub.

tests of a newly-designed airplane, 
in w hich Martin Jensen, Pacific Dole 
flight entrant, and Charles H. d’Ar- 
dussey, York pilot, expect to make 
a flight from York to Rio de Janeiro, 
w'ere pronounced successful here by 
Jensen and P. L. Geary, designer of 
the craft. 
Built at a local airport under the 
direction of Jensen and Geary, the 
plane embodies many new features 
and, according to its sponsors, 
p^irticularly useful because of its 
ability to land at 
unusually low 
speed. 
Manufacturing

HARRISBURG, Sept. 1.—«No cruel 
ind inhuman measures of discipline 
are applied to prisoners in the state 
penal institutions under the juris­ 
diction of the state department of 
welfare, according to a statement 
Issued today by John L. Hanna, sec­ 
retary of welfare, when asked wheth­ 
er conditions set forth in the recent 
Wickersham report to the president 
had any basis of fact In Pennsyl­ 
vania prisons. 
The 
Wickersham 
report 
deals 
with the prison system of the whole 
country, but the allusion to the 
prisms themselves applies particu­ 
larly to the federal prisons, Hanna 
pointed out. He said that undoubt­ 
edly the state system needed care­ 
ful and skilful attention, and with 
the new eastern penitentiary project 
at Graterford and the new western 
state penitentiary at Rockview, a 
program was being pursued to cor­ 
rect as quickly as possible, over­ 
crowding and unsanitary quarters. 
“As far as cruel and inhuman 
treatment for discipline is concern- 
Hanna said, “the department 
of welfare, under whose jurisdiction 
the prisons come would not tolerate 
such a condition if it existed in the 


state prisons. 
We do not iH'opose 
to pamper our prisoners. 
They 
must cmxform to discipline and be 
made to realize that they are being 
punished. 
But that does not call 
for physical injury or pain.” 
Hanna said that as far as idleness 
is concerned in Pennsylvania’s pris­ 
ons, every effort is made to keep 
able-bodied prisoners at work. The 
prison industries provide occupation 
for the trained workers and there 
is usually some form of labor avail­ 
able for the men who are not train­ 
ed in any particular capacity. The 
matter of idleness was also men­ 
tioned in the Wickersham report. 
The 
classes conducted in the 
state’s prisons fpr the education of 
the inmates were cited by Hanna as 
an Important factor in the conduct 
of a good prison as'well as an a t­ 
tempt to assist the prisoner for the 
life he will lead when he is released 
at the expiration of his term.

Anyone who gets satisfaction out 
of saying “I told you so" is having 
a grand time over the troubles of 
the southern cotton grower and the 
mid-west wheat man. 
Not only the farm board, but most 
economists and students of condi­ 
tions warned the wheat and cotton 
farmers last year that production 
would have to be cut, or prices 
would fall to unheard of depths. 
Some individuals paid attention to 
the warnings, particularly in the 
South, where cotton plantings were 
about 10 per cent smaller. 
| 
But many business men. politi­ 
cians and some farm leaders ridi­ 
culed the advice and advised plant­ 
ers to go on ahead. 
“ Nobody ever 
got rich by not producing" was the 
slogan widely repeated. 
• 
* 
• 
Of course farmers were actuated 
by many different motives. 
Some 
simply disbelieved in the existence 
of surpluses. 
Some gambled on the 
chance of a miracle which would 
reduce production, on action by the 
government, or on a vigorous revival 
of business and consuming power. 
Some counted on growing an extra 
big crop, expecting that the indus­ 
try as a whole would cut down. 
Some were driven by necessity to 
produce as much as possible to meet 
obligations, regardless of what prices 
might be. 
In other words, it would be a mis­ 
take to blame the wheat and cot­ 
ton gluts on sheer dumbness or pig­ 
headed stubbornness. 
It is much 
more complex than that. 
In the case of cotton, it is the 
abnormally favorable weather, plus 
sub-normal insect and disease dam­ 
age, that boosted the probable size 
of the 1931 crop, in spite of the 
smaller average. 
But all this is now past history. 
It is what 1932 will bring forth that 
is beginning to agitate our minds. 
Cotton will not be planted for six 
months, but winter wheat will be­ 
gin going into the ground within a 
couple of weeks.

see 
whether any lesson has been learned 
from 1931 disasters, or whether an­ 
other huge flood of grain will be 
poured next year into a market that 
does not want it and will not pay 
for it. 
To be sure, it is not too late for 
1931 cotton planters to plow up a 
third of the crop, as the farm board 
suggested, or leave it unpicked in 
the field—which would be easier but 
not so conclusive. 
But few* believo 
that there is enough mutual confi­ 
dence and teamwork among cotton 
men, 
or 
even among the cotton 
states, to make this practicable.

[With Balance Of Power Unusually Close, Republicans 
And Democrats Watch Special Elections Closely

l.-W ith 
the balance of political power in 
the house of representatives so deli­ 
cately poised as it is sure to be at 
the next session of congress, a mat­ 
ter of three or four seats one way 
or the other Is a consideration of 
vital importance between Republi­ 
cans and Democrats. 
A readjustment to just about that 
extent is among the possibilities at 
extra elections to be held a couple 
of months hence. 
Ten members-elect ’ to the new 
house have died since last Novem­ 
ber, and substitutes for all of them 
remain to be selected. There is not 
a strong probability that the voters’ 
original verdicts will be reversed in 
any of these cases, but it is con­ 
ceivable that it will occur in a few 
of them. 


Congressional victories in the 1930 
contest were won by Republicans 
in 218 districts, by the Democrats in 
216, and in one by the Farmer-La­ 
bor candidate. 
Of the ensuing deaths, six were 
those of Democrats, four of Republi­ 
cans. 


The six included John F. Quayle 
and David J. O’Connell of the sev­ 
enth and ninth New York districts, 
respectively; James B. As well of the 
eighth Louisiana, Charles A. Mooney 
of the 20th Ohio, Charles G. Ed­ 
wards of the first Georgia and Sam­ 
uel C. Major of the seventh Mis­ 
souri. The four were Speaker Nich­ 
olas Longworth of the first Ohio, 
Henry Allen Cooper of the first Wis­ 
consin, George S. Graham of the 
second Pennsylvania and Bird J. 
Vincent of the eighth Michigan. 
Such uncertainty as now prevails 
is felt in connection with the results 
of the extra elections to choose sub 


licans* campaign in neither of them 
is more than perfunctory.

A. Rudd is the Democrats’ nominee 
for Representative O’Connell’s place 
Matthew V. O’Malley was picked for 
Representative Quayle’s, but also has 
since died, and a third choice has 
not yet been made.
